Confederate Cottm •tit' 

An important Judicial decision waa 
rendered In the United States Oourt at 
Cincinnati not long since, in an action 
in trover for the recovery of the value 
of a large amount of cotton seized by 
the Confederate forces iu Tennessee 
during the war and sold to the defend- 
ant in the suit. The court decided that 
the Confederacy had no legal rights in 
r^;ard to the property that the United 
States were bound to respect Bellig- 
erent rights were conceded in the in- 
terest of humanity, for the care of the 
dead and wounded, and for exchange 
of prisoners, but they dtd not go so far 
as to recognize the legal existence of 
thar Ghivernment, or the right to aelse 
and hold or appropriato the private 
property of non-combatants. Verdict 
was entered for the full amount claim- 
ed by plaintifT' The decision is im- 
portant as> covering a large number of 
similar cases at present held in abey- 
ance. 

During the Franco- Prussian war a 
great deal of fun was poked at the 
New Jersey editor who read in the dis- 
patches that "Bazaine bad moved 20 
kitometers out of Metz."

If we con>ider 
that the pork produced from the but- 
termilk or whey pays for the extra 
trouble involved in case of butter and 
cheese, the aooount will stand about as 
follows, when butter id selling at forty 
cents per j)ound, cheese at eleven 
cents and milk at three ^ots per 
quart : 

One pound of butter— sixteen c^uarts 
of milk forty cents, of 2] cenjm per' 
quart for milk. 

One pound of cheese— IQ qniMt* of 
mUk— 11 cents, or 1-11 cents per quart 
for milk. 

In order te pay ;J cents per quart for 
the milk consumed, the poumi of 
cheese would have to be sold at .:0 
cents or 1 pound of butter at oO cents.

Ti.e tborou<;hbred and draft 
horse arn of the same genus, but 
they are entirely of a difTerent origin. 

In form and physical constitution 
they are widely different. The thor- 
oughbred la the highest and most per- 
fect type of the horse, while the draft 
horse is the very lowest. In physical 
form and composition they differ as 
wide y as the Caucasian does from 
the Ethiopian. If you breed a supe- 
rior, the product will not be similar to 
either. It will degrade the superior 
and elevate the grade of the inferior. 
Hence it is called a mongrel or grade. 
If yao breed an inCnIor nee with a 
lower grade than a superior, the pro- 
doot will be inferior to both, because 
the tendency of all animals is to re- 
vert to the origin that most strongly 
predominates in it. Therefore, if you 
breed four quarter or eight-bred mare 
to a coarse Norman, Percheron, Cly- 
desdale, Punch or lanoonshire stallion 
the pradnet most be inferior to both, 
because they are not elevating the 
standard, but degrading ft.

A farmer can easily judge from these 
figures which is the most ijroii table 
business for liim, the prices being in 
all cases those which can be obtained 
on the farm. If the articles are to be 
delivered, the ratio will be somewhat 
changed. For a person living a long 
distance from the market, or where 
the means of communication are >low 
aud uncertain, cheese will most likely 
be the onlj available means of reach- 
ing a market. For those living nearer 
to market, with good facilities for 
reaching it, butter is the best paying 
product. 

In oid«r to make milk pay, the 
market must not be over three hours' 
distance from the farm. Manj' rail- 
roads, however, equalize the freight on 
milk, charging the customers the 
same price whether they live ten or 
thirty miles from the city. 

The Feeler Cotton. 

There have been many laudable ef- 
forts made to improve the lint of this 
great Bouthern crop, and no doubt 
the length and lineness of the 
staple have been greatly improved, 
but there has been a serious evil con* { 
nected with this cotton improyanent 
question— we refer to the speculative 
spirit it has nnrsed and harbored to the 
injury of the honest farmer.

Wetmst the day of e^pebila^ 
tion has passed, and hereaftet when h 
fanner makes any discovery he will 
divide it with his neighbor farmers 
without requiring half his lands and 
mules. In this connection we copy an 
article from the Southern Cultivator 
on the Peeler Cotton :

This breed o* fowls originated in 
France, some of itH representatives 
here, or their progenitors, having been 
imporied directly from that country, 
and other strf^.ns having qoomb by way 
of England^ Jt is wdl-kaown that 
the FssQoh are iMR>ficient in gastrono- 
my, and give poultry and eggs a prom- 
inent place in their cookery. The 
most tender and juicy-fleshed fowls 
having been highly prized and select- 
ed for a serief. of years for breeding 
stock, in a district of country which, 
in good part, supplied the Paris naark- 
et, there arose, at length, several 
breeds of considerable . value, among 
which the Hbtidans stand pre-emi- 
nent. As the selection which finally 
fixed their qualities was not based on 
an arbitrary or conventional standard, 
but upon notions of utility almost en- 
tirely, the breed is fundamentally ser- 
viceable. It was made for use and 
not for show. If U proves adapted 
our climate— and it will to that of the 
middle and ibdthem portions, at least, 
and perhaps to the northern— it will 
be very valuable acquisition. The 
Hoodans possess the crest and muffler 
of the Polish varieties, and the fifth 
toe of the Dorkings, and in shape of 
body and gfoneral features they are a 
combination of both breeds. The Po- 
lish are all small honed, with never 
anything of the coarse about them, 
and Dorkings are remarkable in the 
same respects, and also for size, full- 
ness of breast, and a peculiar .square- 
ness of bod.y. These qualities are all 
represented in the Houdans. The 
comb of the eoeik branches like the 
antlers of a diser. A good, vigorous 
specimen, shows a remarkably ro- 
tund form. Notwithstanding so many 
breeders regard the game as exhibit- 
ing the figure of Cantideer to perfec- 
tion, we must be allowed to say that, 
to our notion, a first-rate Houdan 
roQster affords an outline far superior. 
Tbi4 breed are non-sitters ana good 
layers. Their eggs are remaritably 
large and whtte, and as plump 'in 
shape as the birds tbemsebres. The 
colors of the plitn^afK arot snow white 
and jet black; IrregSliMy distributed in 
patches.

Loabville is 
not benefitted, bat eeriooaly damaged, 
in credit and name^ by mlsrepcesenta- 
tions of fMsts, and we do not believe 
that any considerable number of our 
citizens either countenance or indorse, 
in the slightest degree, the attempt to 
benefit individuals at the expense of 
the truth and of the community. The 
practices oi Chicago grain dealers and 
New York go'd-room sharpers, though 
at times suocessfbl la their oomeia, ftre 
not enceoraged here,' and are not anlt- 
Able t» thia latitude, where fair dealing 
is the mle and trade tricks the excep- 
tion. The firm thus brought into no- 
toriety through the agency of the As- 
sociated Press are not as blameable 
for taking advantage of the occasion 
and making the best pomible use of 
their advantage /or their bwn, wNn- 
dixMMBtaa the prem that gave cur- 
renqr to the report in question.

^^e time, made serious complaints 
.** to the management and rating of 
business liouses throughout the count- 
ry, by the various merantile agenies 
A correspondent from Philadelphia, 
writing to the U. 8. Economist, polnta 
out many of the objections, and 
geata certain remedies. We 
part, his letter : 

"One of the most glaring fSauits with 
these agencies is, that through a spirit 
of emulation they undertake to give 
reliable reports of too many bnaineaa 
bouses and oover too Inaoy towns. 

"What ia the uae of reporting under 
takera, tinmen, bla^naiths, «<bllliard 
iste,'* tavern keepers, li very-stable 
keepers, «fcc., «S:c., in any town, much 
less in petty villages hundreds or thou- 
sands of miles away from business 
centers? Itm-istcost large sums of 
money to report all these towns and 
all the little dealears therein, and the 
pame money would be better spent in 
giving mere etrefta} and thorough at- 
tention to the fewer number. Let the 
agency boa.^t rather of bow well they 
do their work than how many names 
\hey report. 

"Until the list of subecribem to the 
oKencies fncreasee th^ had better 
a^oid visiUng towns of less than 5,000 



itMitaata, and reftain firom report- 
>nr parties doing an annual business 
of Hess than say $10,000. What we 

subscribers lose in that way will, or 
can be made up in having tho balance 
of the work more accurately done. 

"As to the 'method of rating' you 
very justly complain. Too much de- 
pendence is plaoed 00 mere amount of 
capltil. and tod litUe on its relative 
value compared with the aotmU or an- 
ticipated sales ; and too little notice is 
taken of moral character and business 
capacity. Often houses are marked up 
simply because they have a nominal 
capital of half a million, but how of. 
ten does it occur that such are realy 
weak— perhaps insolvent? Aoid yet 
bow rare is it tliat they atrmarl|ed aa 
low as others who can only show $25,- 
GOO, to $£0,000, but are, perhaps, out of 
debt, and safe beyond all risk? Fre- 
quently a house is marked high simply 
because it is large and ini n||T|i^tUu 
still 'rotten to the core.' 



**We would make the following sug- 
gestions which you can think about, 
if you deem them worthy of your »t- 
tentlon: 

That is, let the managenl ofah agen- 

in the published reports, ^tve tbeir 
columns of ratings. The ^'rslf ibowing 
the u»aal amounttif sales (or the antic- 
ipated sale8,^f a new houMc). The sec- 
ond column showing the absolute 
clear and unencuml)ered net assets of 
tb% firm, in and out of basiness, but 
positively at the risk of the business, 
and in any event open to the claim of 
creditors.' In these two columns fig- 
ures eould repreaent the thousands, 
and a dtflbrence In the style or size of 
these figures codid designate whether 
the amounts were staied by the party 
in question, or obtained from other 
((uarters. Tn the third column there 
could be shown (by letters or figures) 
the general business capacity, integri- 
ty, &e., and the estimate the agency 
places ia the truth of the amounts stat- 
ed in tlw drat and second -^(rfbmiia, 

"This is perhapa very erode and 
crudely stated, but we think it' would 
be a move in the right direction. 

"Sometimes we are told that 'A & 
Co. are good for a moderate amount.' 
How much is that? Give in these 
columns we suggest; and we, the en- 
quirers, will have eome data with 
whieh to form aiudgnMbt of oar own 

"Oapaelty anAeial alaitdli^ have 
very much to A» wMk ttie me r ea ntile 
cluMttcter of a party ; but perhaps the 
most important consideration ia, not 
what the amount of capital is, but 
what comparison does it be&r to the 
volume of business. Comparatively 
large financial means may cover a mul- 
titude of aina. 

"It cannot be qneatlondd that ahtrge 
portion of the meMadtlle commuiilty 
have little, perhaps too little confi 
dence in these agencies. They eer- 
takdy need reform, and have mach to 
do to gain the confidence they should 
posse-s, or that merchante should 
plioe in them. There is wide room 
for Improvement, and It oatt be aecom 
plished ; perhaps must be. 

"Mercantile agencies should be in 
the position to convince the merchant 
that he needs the'r assistance, not, 
however, through the windy exhala- 
tions of their canvassers for subscrip- 
tions, but through their good works. 

"To expect* them to be inlhllibieis 
absurd, but fbr them to be teas vague 
and ge neral, but more precise and cor- 
rect is within the range of possibility. 

"When one or more of them reach 
this excellence, the subscribers will 
increase in numbers, and more cheer- 
fully pay their quota to sustain such 
institutions. 

"Muoh more might be aakl, hut we 
m ust even maw i|mlogias far the length 
of this, and h«f to remain, very truly 
yours, W. B. A Co."

Their goods depend soWy 
upon thalr quality and good naaae, not 
requiring the advoeaey of the Associ- 
ated Praas. The makera and dealers' 
names are their true recommendations, 
while they fellow the scriptural regu- 
lation of not "putting new whisky, or 
wine, or Cologne spMts, teto old bot- 
tles," or barrels. 

There are several old ofttablMied 
firms in this dty, each of whom hold 
from 2000 to 5000 barrels of pure whisky, 

Kentucky Bourbon, varying in age 
from two to ten years, while ihere are 
scores of others who have in store 
from 500 to 1,000 barrels. As stated in 
another article the value of pure cop- 
per Bourbon now in the hands of deal- 
en, in this city, exdnslve ef the al- 
leged pnrehase of "cUi in the worid'* in 
New York, is worth from fanr to eight 
milUoni^ oT^lars.

We would Ml the spedal attention 

of postmasters an<l sub.'if'ribers to the 
following .syuop^^is of the newspaper 
laws :
